A  local  main  supply  Scheme  is  now  being  laid  through 
the  village  of  Kilkhampton  from  a  bore-hole  which  was 
sunk  just  outside  the  village*  This  water  will  oe 
laid  into  the  new  Council  houses  but  the  remainder 
of  the  village  will  be  supplied  through  stand-pipes, 
as  the  supply  is  insufficient  for  full  services  to  all 
the  houses*

Tho  preparation  of  the  schema  for  supplying  the 
whole  of  the  Rural  District  with  water  from  the 
Tamar  Lake  Reservoir  is  still  in  progress. 

With  tho  exceptions  mentioned  above  tho  district 
is  in  general  dependent  on  privately  owned  wells 
and  pumps o 

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

The  larger  villages  are  partially  sewered  and  the 
isolated  houses  are  drained  into  septic  tanks  and 
Cesspits  * 

Daring  the  year  under  review  a  small  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  has  been  carried  out  at 
North  Tamerton,  the  main  purpose  of  which  is  to 
serve  the  Council  houses  now  in  course  of  erection, 
together  with  the  adjacent  buildings. 

An  extension  has  been  made  to  the  Sewerage  Scheme 
at  Shop,  Morwens tow  to  serve  the  Council  houses 
recently  erected,  and  the  properties  in  the  near 
vicinity. 

In  general  tho  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
arrangements  throughout  the  District  cannot  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory  but  those  matters  have 
received  the  serious  attention  of  the  Council 
during  the  year  and  a  start  has  been  made  in 
the  improvement  of  those  essential  services  by 
instructions  being  given  to  tho  Council1 s 
Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  for  the  village  of 
Kilkhampton  and  Widen oath  in  the  Parish  of 
Pound  stock.
